Oberndorf was advised that if 
Representative Ford's office inquiried as to the reason for ti.c appoint- 
ment, they could be advised that it was in connection with the leak of 
Lee Oswald's diary t v the news media. 
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Assistant District Attorney William Alexander, Dallas 
County has intimated that Representative Ford was the source of the leak 
of Oswald's diary to the news .media. Mr. Ranking the President's 
Commission has/x-en advised. IR-prcsentative/nas requested that he be 
interviewed in order that he could go on record concerning this matter.
